The corporation wu moved to Johannesburg, 3..;., in 1962, d ere it is 
still in exis tamed; uncer the sate name, xaxxxlrsihx ,.ora«; Trade Center, 
some of vhe same sponsors, directors, etc. The corporation maintains 
Home ties, however, through a firm known as tie Italy- Amc-r I can hotel 
Company, which is building a hotel in hoc Jdbsdc now."
